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Rain Storm Halts Harvesting

Rain which started just after 
dark Tuesday, evening and con¬ 
tinued until the middle of the 
afternoon on Wednesday, has 
put a stop to harvesting for the 
rest of the week, and has given 
the beet fields a much needed 
and greatly appreciated water¬ 
ing, which has been impossible 
by the usual methods of irrigat¬ 
ion because of the scarcity of 
water. 

Elevator men estimate that 
about 65 percent of the whont 
has been threshed and delivered 
to date. Most of the unthreshed 
the ridge, and while this grain 
fields are south of town toward 
will maintain a better average 
grade than what has already 
been delivered, it is not expect¬ 
ed that the grade will be quite 
as high as some already deliv¬ 
ered. The reason for this is that 
most of the remaining land is 
newer land, and this year in 
practically every instance the 
best grain has been harvested 
off the older land, the piece of 
land north of town producing 
the best samples of grain this 
year. 

While the harvest is held up 
a few days, with the clear skies 
Thursday morning it is not lik¬ 
ely that the wheat will be dam¬ 
aged at all, and everything else 
penefitted greatly. The third cut 
ting of alfalfa is doming on, and 
will grow rapidly now, pastures, 
which were very dry will be help 
e d greatly by the storm, and the 
moisture on the summerfallow 

will soak down and make this 
land better for cropping lor 
next year. 

From appearances early Thurs 
day morning, we escaped with¬ 
out frost, which is quite unex¬ 
pected in view of the lateness of 
theseason and the clea r skies 
that prevailed about lOo’clock 
at night and everything being 
so wet. A good spell of weather 
now without frost will give gar 
dens a ehance and lat e corn 
cucumbers, squash etc. ma v now 
mature and make a crop. Every 
one is hoping so at least.

The road building program 
was discussed and disposed oi. 
About $3,800 on the Stirling 
road and $1,400 on the Welling 
road was paid for gravelling 
while the crew was at work on 
Temple Hill, and the Secretary 
informs us that most of the 
money for road work for this 
yea,- has l>een used up and that 
very little more work will ba 
done this year in this immediate 
district at least. We feel that 
our local people are fully ap¬ 
preciative of the work accom¬ 
plished, and that while some 
dreams of better roads may 
have to be abandoned for this 
yeah, the new road to Stirling 
and ’ the re gravelling of the 
Raymond to Willing road are 
projects that nearly everyone 
will share in and are road im¬ 
provements that certainlv need¬ 
ed attending to. The Stirling 
i-oad particularly will give these 
two towns all weather cbnnec- 
tion now, a thing that has been 
so badly needed since the advent 
and general use o fthc autorno 
bile.

Bishop Levi Harker Passes 


The ghastliness of the present 
conflict asserted itsell Sunday 
when just a few hours ailer 
England declared war, a sub¬ 
marine torpedoed the S.S. Ath- 
cnia with 1,347 passengers tv 
boaid, and then shot two shells 
at her, one taking away the 
main mast. Most oi the passeng 
ers were saved, but last reports 
gave 128 unaccounted for. 

The Athenia wa s carrying 
refugees from the war zone 
back to Canada and the United 
States, ha c ( n 0 convoy and had 
left i>oi t before the announce¬ 
ment ol war. She was sunk witli 
out any warning at all and offic 
ials believe the first shell which 
struck her was aimed at her rad 
io room to prevent sending any 
dills for help. 

Several freighting ships of 
both English and German porta 
have been sunk, but in most cas 
Co tli q crews have been taken off 
before the vsesel has been doom 
ed to Davy Jones looker. 

With German lorces concen¬ 
trating on the Polish corridor 
and Warsaw, French and Brit¬ 
ish troops aie moving in against, 
the* Seigi'rid line and have pier¬ 
ced these defences and moved 
into German tenitory in many 
places on a 100 mile front. A- 
long with thes e attacks |j v the 
troops the air forces cl both 
Jcuntrie^ have united and arc 
directing their bombing raids on 
tile Saar Valley and other cen¬ 
tres or arms and ammunitions 
for the German forces. The wes 
tern front attack by the Allied 
fordes is just getting organized 
as troops continue to arrive, and 
its full weight is not felt as yet 

German troops have the Pol¬ 
ish troops practically bottled up 
at one oj* two points on tho C:-i- 
rdor and their batallions are 
making advances toward War¬ 
saw where they are being met 
with stubborn resistance by i?o 


ish troopg who are fighting for 
their freedom. A lot of sniping 
is being done by Poles in count¬ 
ry over which ' German troops 
have passed, and officers of the 
German forces seem to be the 
speqial target of these crack 
shots, which apparently include 
women who are very good in the 
use of a gun. 

Our own Canadian Parliament 
met Thursday and listened to 
the speech from tho Throne 
read by Lord Tweedsmuir, and 
to the speech by Prime Minist¬ 
er King who tabled tho docu¬ 
ments connected with the pres¬ 
ent war which caused the call¬ 
ing of a special session. N 0 an¬ 
nouncement was made regard¬ 
ing the nation’s stand in tho 
present conflict. A session is be¬ 
ing held this afternoon when 
the debate on the s]>eevli from 
the throne will get under way 
and it is expected that the head 
of the various parties will ex¬ 
press the decision of their mem 
liers then. It is assumed though 
not officially, that either a dec¬ 
laration of war will be made, or 
else Canada will just consider 
heiself at wa r with Germany 
because of the dederation cf 
the Mother Country and carry 
on"Undei- that understanding- 
There will likely be later devel¬ 
opments today.

Several hundred men have 
been employed during the past 
few weeks in lighting the forest 
fires in the foothills and are no 
doubt well pleased to get the 
work, but the point is that the. o 
men are being- paid a 15 cent 
per hour scale ol wages. But 
the scale of wages as set up by 
the Board of Industrial Rela¬ 
tions states that a man over 21 
years of age cannot be paid 
less than 33 and one third cent s 
an hour. 

Granted that fighting a for¬ 
est fire is a serious emergency 
and public property is being- 
protected. But serious emerg¬ 
encies crop up in ordinary busi¬ 
ness where extra labor has to be 
employed, and if the employer 
in the latter case does not pay 
his workmen the legal minimum 
wage he is liable to punishment. 

We d 0 not make any claim 
that the minimum wage is too 
high at rate but we do think 
that regardless of whether the 
employer is th e government or 
a private individual lie should 
be made to live up to the law.
